members — Secretary of Welfare 
Abraham A. Ribicoff, .51, former 
governor of Connecticut, and Sec- 
retary of Labor Arthur J, Gold 
berg," 53, of Chicago. 
' Ribicoff onee served as a police 
court judge in Hartford. Goldberg 
has had no judicial, experience, 
although he Has practiced law ex- 
tensively, especially in the labor 
field. 


:ln announcing Whiltakcr's re- 


tirement because of physical ex- 
haustion, Kennedy said Thursday 
he would name a successor short- 
ly. This was taken to mean he 
had som.eonc.in mind, because it 
takes time to winnow possibilities.
